OAPPHIRE MINE 


IN HEMET HILLS 


A sapphire deposit of great value, 
has been discovered in the Babtiste 
Canyon by Frank L. Thompson and | 
Bragg McDaniel, and samples of the} 
gems have been cut by a Los Angeles | 
jeweler and are on exhibition at the 
office of H. L. Thompson. 

Sapphires are next in hardness to 
diamonds, and representatives of Tif- 
fany who have exathined the gems 
and looked over the character of the 
land from which they were gathered 
declare that conditions are similar to 
the famous Cecil .Rhodes diamond 
mines in South Agrica. The stones 
are found in an old volcanic blowout. 
Deposits of tourmaline ‘and other 
precious stones have also been found. 

Discovery of the.deposit was made 
accidently by Mr. Thompson and Mr. 
MeDaniel some months ago, but no 
publicity was given to ‘the find until 
mining claims were filed and the 
nights of the discoverers fully pro- 
tected. H. L. Thompson, father of 
Frank, is financing the enterprise, 
and mining operations are to be com- 
menced on a comparatively large 
scale in the near future. If the prec- 
ious stones are found in sufficient 
quantity, a factory for the manufac- 
ture of jewelry will be established 
in Hemet. 

The discovery is creating much lo- 
cal excitement, and if the ledge 
proves as rich as anticipated Hemet 
will have one of the most import- 
ant enterprises in the United States.

No Additional Tax Necessary 

The budget herewith submitted 
does not exceed the estimated rev- 
enues for the ensuing biennial per- 
ijiod and hence it is unnecessary for 
me to recommend the source from 
which additional revenue shall be 
provided. 

The budget presented herewith to- 
tals $78,974,628.55, and the estimat- 
ed revenues are $85,237,000, of which 
$5,200,000 is not available on account 
of litigation. In nreparing this bud- 
get I heave been aided by the mein- 
bers of the’ Board of Control, who 
have worked = strenuously to com- 
plete it in the very short time al- 
lowed by law. The members of the 
board are entitled to great credit for 
their efficient service to the state. 
The new members of the board took 
office on the tenth inst. and have 
had barely three weeks to complete 
a task which should have consumed 
three months. The convening of the 
legislature, the induction of a new 
administration into office, and the 
going into effect of the new budget 
amendment; all at the same time, 
have made it impossible to present 
a budget sooner. It has not been 
possible to make as full a survey of 
the various state departments as de- 
sired. The constitution provides that 
the governor may at any time amend 
or supplement the budget, and dur- 
ing your recess the board proposes 
to make further investigations and 
recommendations to me. ‘That there 

*ghould be further cuts will probably 
be shown on closer examination. 
Many of the departments are in 
charge of hostile officials who have 
handicapped us in every way. 

Budget in Detail 

The budget presented is complete 
in detail, giving as many as one 
hundred items in a department, and 
is in striking contrast with former 
unofficial budgets which frequently 
contained only two items. It also 
covers all of the so-called self-sup- 
porting boards and commissions, not 
included in previous budgets. While 
it has been a laborious task to pre- 
pare all of this detail, it will pro- 
vide invaluable information to you 
when you come to analyze and con- 
sider it. You will undoubtedly find 
that many other economies can be 
effected. 

Economy and Efficiency 

In preparing this budget I have 
used every endeavor to live up to 
the mandate of the people as ex- 
pressed at the primary election last 
August and at the general election 
in November. The people expressed 
themselves strongly in favor of econ- 
omy and efficiency in state govern- 
ment, of eliminating unnecessary ex- 
pense, of cutting out useless board 
and commissions, of taking off the 
payroll political parasites, and the 
wrecking of the political machine 
which in the past few years has 
squandared millions of dollars of the 
people’s money. I have heeded the 
voice of the people and made my 
cuts regardless of any political con- 
sequences to myself. I have hewed 
to the line, letting the political chips 
fall where they may. The advocates 
of the “pork barrel’ idea in appro- 
priations ‘have been given no con- 
sideration, as I have tried to con- 
sider the state as a whole and the 
general needs of the people. My 
chief purpose has been to relieve the 
people of their great burden of tax- 
ation.

People Pay All Taxes 

The people ultimately pay every 
dollar of tax, whether it be direct 
or indirect. While the state de 
rives most of its revenue from a 
franchise tax on corporations, this 
tax is passed on to the people with 
an added burden. The’ Railroad 
Commission has ruled that taxes are 
part of the operating expense of cor- 
porations and must be added in fix- 
ing rates. After the increase of 
rates on public utility corporations 
at the last session of the legislature, 
the Railroad Commission increased 
the rates on fares, light, water, gas, 
telephone, and the people found they 
did pay the tax. The much-heralded 
and misnamed King bill not only in- 
creased the burden upon the people, 
but it failed to materially increase 
the revenue of the state because the

Because a given appropriation has 
merit is not a sufficient reason for 
its passage. If this were the guide 
the budget would exceed all bounds 
of reason. The total expenses and 
the total revenue ef the’ state must 
always be borne in mind.

Every dollar which has been cut 
from the demands of the various 
state departments and _ reductions 
made over the former budget will 
result in benefit to the people.

Great Sum For Education 
While the net budget total is $72.- 
974,628.55, it contains $700,000 for 
emergencies, and $1,200,000 for flood 
control. With these items eliminat- 
ed the budget would be $77,074,828.55. 
The great sum of $49,788,415.10 ts 
provided for education. In short, 
more than 60 percent of the budget 
is for education. A _ total of $10, 
329,670 in the budget is to pay in- 
terest and principal on state high- 
way bonds. The fixed charges pro- 
vided by law total $59,624,226.75, as 
compared with $48,576,188.15 two 
years ago. The budget has been re- 
duced from 1921 despite the fact that

Continuing Appropriations 
This budget contains flood control 
items aggregating $1,200,000, of 
which $600,000 is for reclamation 
work in the Sacramento Valley and 
$600,000 for flood control in Los 
Angeles County.

GENUINE PEARLS MADE TO 
ORDER 





For some years in Japan and else- 
where, pearls have been grown to 
order in oysters by the insertion into 
the shell 6f a bit of nacre to serve 
as a nucleus around which the 
molluse proceeds to deposit layers of 
pearl-forming material. These caus- 
ed quite a flurry in the market, since 
they exactly resemble natural pearls 
in their external aspect, until it was 
found that the artificial center could 
be discovered by appropriate meth- 
ods. It is now stated, on the author- 
ity of the French Academy of 
Sciences, in their Comptes Rendus, 
that it is possible to produce pearls 
which are exactly like natural pearls, 
not only in their outside look, but 
also when examined by rays which 
reveal the inner structure. Pearls 
thus produced were submitted for ex- 
amination to a member of the French 
Academy, M. Louis Boutan, and his 
report upon the subject to that body : 


is truly startling. It may be sum- 
marized in the following three state- 


ments: 

1. “Culture” pearls, identical at all 
points with genuine, natural pearls, 
can be produced by grafting into the 
molluse the pearl-producing sac with- 
out a nucleus. 


2. The well-known Galibourg and 
Rysinger apparatus (by which the 
interior structure of pearls can be 


made visible) shows no difference be- 
tween such pearls and naturally 
grown pearls, since there is no nacre 
nucleus to be revealed. 

3. The assertion often made that 
culture pearls weighing more than 
six grains cannot he produced is in- 
correct, since the specimen pearl ex- 
amined weighed over thirteen grains.
